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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PUBLIC 
HEALTH NURSE 


Parents are the most important adults in a child’s 
life. Their behavior and way of living under all con- 
ditions have a most profound effect on their children. 
Parents cannot protect children from life, they can 
only help them to face it and go forward. In order to 
be a responsible part of the community the children 
must be assured of education, economic and social se- 
curity and health. 

Adequate public health nursing service to a com- 
munity includes service to all individuals in need of 
help with health problems. 

A Health Council, the members of which are inter- 
ested, active community-minded individuals, by ren- 
dering volunteer assistance at group health activities, 
by being aware of good public health practices, and 
by interpreting these to the community, is a necessary 
part of a well balanced health program. 

Activities by the public health nurse included the 
giving of the audiometer test to all children above the 
third grade. Ten children were found who could not 
hear well. 

As the teacher by her daily observation of the chil- 
dren at work and play, is best able to decide which 


- children show symptoms of eye defects, she does the 


original testing of eyes. The public health nurse re- 
checks these children referred by the teacher. 

Home visits were made to assist the parents to se- 
cure competent medical care on health problems dis- 
covered at school. In addition, visits were made to 
mothers-to-be and new mothers to assist them in se- 
curing good medical supervision and to assist them in 
carrying out the physician’s recommendation. Visits 


_were made to pre-school children to help with child 


development and training, and nutrition. Homes where 


%* 
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communicable disease was present were visited in 
order to help with plans for isolation for the protec- 
tion of the community. 

Plans for the coming year include a physical exam- 
ination program in the schools. Every child has al- 
ready been given an opportunity for examination by 
his family physician, the person who is best able, on 
account of his knowledge of the family background, 
to recognize the health needs of that individual. This 
program is possible through the splendid efforts of the 
Health Committee of the Parent-Teachers’ Associa- 
tion. | 
Let us hope this is the beginning of a town Health 
Council which will be concerned with the total health 
needs of the community from infancy to adulthood.
